Can Be Taken From Coal 

WASHINGTON.—T he federal 
bureau of mines has reported 
that gasoline can be made from 
coal to sell for only three or 
four cents a gallon more than 
natural gas. 

The estimate was part of a 
report prepared by staff mem- 
bers of the bureau's coal-to-oil 
demonstration plant at Louisia- 
na, Mo, 

James Boyd, bureau director, 


said the report demonstrated 


that ‘“‘unlimited quantities of 
premium gasoline now could be 
produced from coal at a cost 
that would increase the current 
service-station price by only 
three to four cents a gallon.’ 

“Through the sale of by- 
products phenols, for which de- 
mand may be limited, a few 
initial plants could produce gas- 
oline at an even lower cost,’ 
Boyd said.

lished for public hospital purposes 
by the Legislature or by any 
agency designated by it, the obli-

the county. 

“No securities issued or con- 
tracts made by a county under the 
authority of this amendment, which 
are payable solely out of the pro- 
ceeds of said tax, and no securities 
issued or contracts made by any 
such public corporation, whether 
or not issued or made under the 
authority of this amendment, shall 
be construed to be bonds of the 
county or of a political subdivision 
thereof within the meaning of Sec- 
tion 222 of the Constitution, or 
construed to create or constitute 
an indebtedness of the county with- 
in the meaning of Section 224 of 
the constitution. Said securities 
shall be construed to be negotiable 
instruments notwithstanding the 
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fact that they may be payable 
solely from a limited source. All 
pledges of said tax and all con- 
tracts made with respect thereto 
Pursuant to the provisions of this 
amendment shall take precedence 
in the order in which they are 
made and shall create a charge on 
the proceeds of said tax prior to 


the expenses of operating and 
maintaining any public hospital 
facilities, 

“In each instance in which a spe- 
cial county tax for any one or 
more of the purposes included 
Within the meaning of the term 


public hospital purposes has here- 
tofore been authorized at an elec- 
tion held in a county pursuant to 
the provisions of any amendment 
to the constitution heretofore 
adopted, all provisions of | this 
amendment shall be applicable in 
said county to the same extent as 
if said, election had been held 
after the adoption of this amend- 
ment.

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Historic City 
Of Colonial U.S. 
Still Is Growing 


WILLIAMSBURG, VA. — The 
Colonial capital of Virginia now 
250 years old is not content with its 
wealth of history and tradition, nor 
is it prone to just settle down and 
dwell on its past. 

The past means everything, of 
course, to Williamsburg, but the 
old town isn't letting the vision of 
the past obscure its vision of the 
future. Instead, the old town is 
atill growing. 

Naturally, its growth isn't quite 
like that of other communities, for 
Williamsburg is unique in all the 
world. It is the restoration of an 
entire town, just as it looked and, 
to an amazing extent, just as it 
lived in those days when it wit- 
nessed the first great scenes lead- 
ing to U.S. independence. 


New-old Buildings 

To mark its 250th anniversary, 
two new-old bulidings were dedi- 
cated; one an arsenal dating from 
1716, the other a guardhouse first 
erected in 1755, 

Two centuries ago, Williamsburg 
was the center of the political, so- 
cial and commercial life of Vir- 
ginia—the largest, wealthiest and 
most populous of England's Ameri- 
can colonies. — 

Following the establishment of 
near-by Jamestown as the first 
permanent English settlement in 
America in 1607, the harassed set- 
tlers built a tall stake palisade 
across the entire Tidewater penin- 
sula in an effort to curb the In- 
dians and protect the settlements 
of the peninsula, 

But the palisade did not guaran- 
tee peace for Jamestown, Finally 
after years of pestilence, massa- 
eres, fires and other privations, 
the general assembly passed an act 
in 1699 directing the building of a 
capitol and the city of Williams- 
burg on higher ground, six miles 
farther inland. 

That same act gave explicit di- 
rections as to how the city was to 
be developed, one of the earliest 
examples of city planning in Amer- 
ica. 

Streets were carefully laid out 
with the pleasant addition of spac- 
ious public greens to set off the 
imposing public buildings. A cer- 
tain uniformity of building was re- 
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‘GOOD FOR LIFE! 
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quired and the foresight of those 
early day planners two and a half 
centuries ago is evident today in 
the dignity of the restored city. 


Two-sided Nature 

As capitalof the colony, Williams- 
burg had a two-sided nature. Dur- 
ing normal seasons it was a quiet 
college town, county seat and gov- 
ermental center, but during the 
“publick times’? when the house of 
burgesses was in session and the 
courts convened it became a teem- 
ing metropolis notable for “the pro- 
digious number of coaches that 
crowded the deep and = sandy 
streets.’’ Plays, balls, entertain- 
ments, fairs and horse races were 
held and the money business of 
the colony was transacted. 

Bighty years during that period 
saw the spark of liberty smolder 
and finally burst into flame as 
members of the house of burgesses, 
America's first legislative assem- 
bly, stoutly maintained the colo- 
nists’ rights. 

Such patriots and great Virgin- 
jans as George Washington, Pat- 
rick Henry, Edward Pendleton and 
Thomas Jefferson were familiar 
figures along the streets. It was in 
the capitol building in Willamsburg 
that Patrick Henry made his 
famous ‘'Caesar-Brutus’’ speech, 
shouting, according to tradition, 
“Tf this be treason, make the most 
of it,” in protest to the st
